Soviets Start 
Withdrawal At 
Rostov-On-Don

Russia was reported to be ex- 
ecuting another massive leap- 
frog withdrawal before the on- 
slaught of Hitler's invasion armies 
today, evacuating most of the 
civilian population and machinery 
from Ruorstov-on-the-Don as 
Germans smashed deeper into the 
upper Donets river industrial 
basin. 

A city of 520,000, Rostov is the 
gateway to the vital Caucasus oil} 
fields and the southern anchor of 
the 1,200-mile battlefront. 

London military observers said 
Marshal Semeon Timoshenko'’s Red 
armies continued to offer fierce | 
resistance at the approsches to 
Rostov—with the Germans 10 miles! 
away, at latest reports—but that 
there appeared to be littie chance 
of saving the city.

Caused when a “shot” of dynamite ignited an accumn- 
lation of gas in one of the lower levels of No. 3 mine, « 
mile from the entrance, an explosion at 10 a.m. Friday took 
the lives of an sctimated 32 underground workers, 


The latest report from the mine states that 32 miners 
were definitely victims of the blast, So far, only 19 bodies 
have been recovered. Crews are at work deep in the mine 
working to reach other victims, but as they must cut through 
as much as 300 feet of cave-ins and pillars, it may be a day 
or two before all the bodies are recovered, Rescue workers 
are driving through “caves” and using fans to blow back the 
gas in order to restore ventilation as they proceed.

TO ADJOURN INQUEST 

The jurymen will identify the 
bodies after which they will be re- 
leased for burial and the inquest 
will then be adjourned, probably 
for ten days. 

A court of inguiry to be con- 
ducted by the provincial mines 

branch will not sit for possibly 
two or three weeks. Meanwhile 
the No. 3 mine will be shut down. 
No. 3 mine, of the Brazeau Col- 

lieries had been shut down for 
many years, due to the depression. 
It was opened only six months ago 
owing to a heavy demand for ful- 
filling war orders. 

Mr, Millar, the chief mines in- 
spector, issued the following state- 
ment Saturday morning: 

“Rescue workhas been carried on 
in the mine ail through the night 
but there is not the faintest chance 
that any of the men still left in the 
shaft are alive. From what I have 
heard the origina] detonating cause 
could have been a “shot”, which is 
an electric detonator used to de- 
tunate a charge to blast coal down 
from the face.” 


RESCUE CREWS 


Headed by rescue crews especial- | 


ly trained for the work, miners as- 
sisted Friday in removal of the 
bodies of the victims and the local 
theatre was used as a temporary 
morgue. Dr. R. L. Rudin, colliery 
physician, was present when the 


and certified death in each case. 


Among the men killed were 
some of the oldest miners in the 
colliery, .ie man’s service here 
datiug from 1917. Many men with 
families and in some cases two 
men from the same family were 
killed. One young Nordegg wo- 
map lost both her husband and 
her father. Three of the men were 
new, having come recently from 
Hinton. 

There were four drivers, two 
track-layers, four timber-men and 
the rest miners. 

The section in which the explos- 
fon occurred was a working shaft 
on a 45-degree slope into the side of 
the mountain, about a mile from the 
mine entrance. 

John McDonald, who was “bell- 
rapping” or directing the small coal 
cars into the different sections of 
the mine, and who probably gave 
the first alarm following the explos- 
jon, told the Bulletin his version of 
the accident. 

FELT EXPLOSION 

“l was bell rapping, which is a 
sort of traffic cop job,” he said, “and 
I had just taken some cars into the 
vourth left level. I was about 100 
feet into the level when I heard and 
felt the explosion. 

“It lifted off the floor of the mine 
and carried me about 150 feet. The 
force of the explosion not only car- 
ried me this distance, it set me 
down slowly and gently.

Miner Barely

CALGARY, Nov. 1—(CP)— 
Seeking particulars of the Nor- 
degg mine disaster, and trying 
to learn the names of any 
possible survivors at the Al- 
bertan newspaper offices Fri- 
day night, a miner employed 
in the same mine revealed that 
he barely escaped being in- 
volved in the catastrophe him- 
self. 

The miner, who did not want 
his name mentioned, reported 
that due to the illness of his 
partner, the pair took time off 
Thursday, leaving for Calgary 
that night. Had it not been 
for his partner's fortunate cold, 
he declared that it was possible 
both he and ints sv-woiker 
might now have been listed 
among the victims. 

He said that many of the 
men reported dead had been 
survivors of the Hinton mine 
disaster in 1938,

Street Railway 

Passenger traffic continues to show gains. Passengers 
carried during the nine months period reached a total of 12,- 
226,962 as compared with 11,594,562 for the corresponding 
period last year. In order to cope with the increase in traffic , 
and to maintain operating schedules two new 30-passenger 
Diesel busses were purchased and placed in service early in 
the year and another similar bus has recently been ordered 
for immediate delivery. The restrictions on the sale of cars 
and gasoline is likely to tax the capacity of our equipment 
this winter and consequently particular attention has been 
given to the over-haul of all available rolling stock. 

One of the old trolley cars which has been out of service 
for a number of years was rebuilt for the Edmonton Public 
Library Board to give library service to some of the outlying 
disticts. 

Telephone Department 

The total number of telephones in service on September 
80th was 20,763 which is an increase of 1,339 over the corres- 
ponding period of last year. This increase in services was 
greater than any year since 1913 and applications for new ser- 
vices shows no sign of abating. 

A 300 line addition to the Central Office equipment was 
installed in the South office and a similar 300 line addition 
was instelled in the North office during the year. These lines 
are rapidly, coming into use because of the sustained demends 
for services and as a consequence further orders have been 
placed for additional apparatus. 

It may be of interest to note that, although delayed, 
Britain again has been able to “deliver the goods” in the mat- 
ter of large quantities of telephone equipment. 


Waterworks 
The following are a few comparisons for the first nine 


rendered the use of the Garneau Eligh School, which had to be 
enlarged to meet this emergency, at a cost of approximately 
$70,000.00, towards which the Federal Government contribut- 
ed the sum of $40,000.00. With the full operation of the four 
Air Training projects in this City, there will be an establish- 
| ment of at least 5,000 men, compared to the 200 to 300 men in 
training here six months ago. 

Your Commissioners are glad to acknowledge the great 
| assistance they have received from the Aviation Committee 
|of the Chamber of Commerce in this connection. They 
| worked unceasingly in stressing the merits and advantages 
| of this city as a centre for air training pu . 

In addition to the above military activities, the Depart- 
ment of Munitions and Supplies has built an aircraft repair 
depot immediately south of the C.N.R. Calder Yards. This 
plant is being operated by the Mackenzie Air Service Ltd., 
and at present the company has over 1,000 regular em- 
ployees. The Government is now engaged in doubling the 
plant which means that the operating staff will be doubled 
aS soon as the new buildings are ready. The construction of 
these plants has resulted in a great increase in local employ- 
ment. It is anticipated that this plant will ultimately mean 
much more to the city than the military establishment in as 
much as its activities should continue after the war is over. 


Safety and Health 

The Medical Officer of Health reports that serious com- 
municable disease has been at a minimum during the year. 
Thirteen cases of infantile paralysis occurred in the city. 
Available immunization against communicable disease has 
been ‘carried on continuously. Despite wartime conditions, 
reported cases of venereal disease have been maintained at a 
lower rate than in pre-war years. 

The infant and maternal death rates have again been 
reduced. This has coincided with increasing pre-natal and 
post-natal care of mother and child, and with proper medical 
care at the time of confinement. Our city stands high 
in this respect. 

Careful supervision of city’s water, milk and other food 
supplies has been maintained. Some 28,229 pounds of meats, 
fish and fowl were condemned on account cf disease which 
rendered the material unfit for human food. 

The general sanitation and cleanliness of the City has 
shown steady improvement, with a corresponding decrease 
in the fly nuisance. This appeur. to be another important 
factor in the reduction of infant ceaths. 

All possible assistance in sanitary matters has been 
rendered to the military forces. 

Fire 

While the number of fire calls answered during the 
period under review was considerably in excess of 1940, yet 
the cost of the fire loss was little more than one-third of the 
previous year.

Speaking at Toronto, the Conserva- 
tive house jeader complained that Prime 
Minister King “ignores parliament” and 
is acting like a dictator because he is 
introducing the price-wage control sys- 
tem by order-in-council--which he is 
doing, and is only able to do, because 
parliament gave him the authority. 

It is only a few weeks more than 
two years since Mr. King was being 
censured by Mr. Hanson's political 
friends because he refused to commit 
Canada to war until parliament auth- 
orized him to do so. Now the complaint 
is that he does not hold up an admitted- 
ly necessary step in developing the 
nation’s war effort until parliament has 
debated the subject in detail. Which by 
reasonable inference would delay the 
establishment of any sort of control 
for a month, cr two or three months, 
while prices rose with gathering speed 
and resultant wage disputes tied up 
industries. 

Mr. Hanson, of course, would not 
want these things to happen, but they 
would happen just the same. Price- 
contro] is needed now, not sometime 
after inflation has further complicated 
the situation and cost the country more 
in reduced production. The order-in- 
council method of dealing with import- 
ant questions is not democratic, but 
neither is war, and the economic forces 
the dictators have loosed will not wait 
for the slow processes of peacetime. 


On The Agenda 


Parliament is 10 meet on Monday. 
As the session wa: adjourned, not pro- 
rogued, there will be no formal opening 
ceremonies and the members will take 
on where they left off. This may not 
mean that the meeting will be either 
short or unimportant. The new session 
will not oper: until after New Year's. 
There will be six or seven weeks there- 
fore in which to deal with matters re- 
lating to the present year, before 
the Christmas recess. 

Since adjournment the Prime Min- 
ister, several of his colleagues, the 
Leader of the Opposition, and a num- 
ber of private members, have visited 
Britain. Their reports should be valu- 
able as providing a background for the 
study of future policies and projects. 


The conscription issue has been 
thrust into public attention, and needs 
factual examination, which it has not 


yet received and cannot receive except 
in parliamentary debate. 

The western crops have been disap- 
pointing, ana “dollar wheat” is some- 
what widely suggested as a remedy for 
the resulting situation. This also needs 
consideration, which can better be given 
now than three or four months hence. 

The progress that has been made in 
expanding the war effort should be 
made public, in so far as military sec- 
recy does not forbid. 

These are all matters which pertain 
to the current calendar year. If they 
are dealt with now, the session to open 
in January or February can be devoted 
to constructive programs for the 1942- 
43 fiscal period. It will be to the public 
advantage if the slate is cleared of this 
year’s problems before parliament pro- 
rogues. 


A Hunt For Markets 


The mission headed by Hon. James 
A. MacKinnon has returned from South 
America, after spending several weeks 
‘there in the interests of increased trade 
Most favored nation agreements were 
made with Argentina, Brazil, Chile 
Ecuador and Peru, and Canadian lega- 
tions are being established in the capi- 
tals of some of these states. The mis- 
sion met with a cordial reception every- 
where, and sees a prospect that a con 
siderably broader market can be foun 
in the southern continent for Canadiar 
goods particularly manufactured 
goods, since these comprise the bulk of 
imports there. 

Canada’s trade with the Latin re- 
publics has never been extensive and 
there are limits to what can be looked 
for in that direction. But when Nazi 
Germany and Italy decided to abandon 
the field of commerce for that of war 
they sacrificed an export trade to those 
countries running to hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars per year. The United 
States promptly went after this busi- 
ness and will probably capture the lion's 
share. But Canadian purchases in the 
republics have gone up somewhat 
sharply since the war began, with a less 
marked advance in sales. Since we are 

there more heavily it is desir- 
and should be possible, to enlarge 
sales in proportion.

The problems of maintaining anything 
like international relations were obvious | 
by that time and a few central committees | 
were established to take over the task of | 
the emergency. None of ther has met, 
however, for a year. 


The last session of the Supervisory 
Commission was held in Lisbon in Sep- 
tember, 1940. 


The League's budget was cut for 1940 
from a high of almost 32,000,000 gold Swiss 
francs in 1934 to about 21,500,000 and its 
staff from 825 to 488. 

Then, in May and June a year ago, 
came the real debacle. 


Unfinished Story 

The story of the League has never been 
completely told. It cannot be told until 
long after the war is finished 

The League’s leadership, like every- 
thing else in Europe, went to pieces under 
the impact of the Nazi armies. A hasty | 
exodus was organized. Many of the re- 
cords were sent to Vichy which was in- 
tended only as an interim depot, but be- | 
fore they could be moved further, the | 
German tide had rolled in. | 

The Germans probably know it by this | 
time, but then they did not. They missed | 
a haul which could have kept the Gestapo | 
occupied for years. | 

All the hearings about Spain, includg- 
ing innumerable personal histories of men | 
and women who still classify as permanent 
enemies of the Third Reich were there. | 

Fortuantely for them, the records were | 
returned to Geneva without interference 


and there destroyed, along with others 
which might cause embarrassment — or 
death — under similar cifcumstances in 
the future. 

The budget was then cut another 50 
per cent. The number of employees was 
slashed to less than 100. Staff members 
were given the option of resignation or the 
suspension of their contracts. 

Failure? 

The League, I say, crumbled before 
the impact of the German armies. But this 
collapse was only a final manifestation of 
the slow process of disintegration that had 
been going on for years. 

It suffered a mortal wound when its 
members refused to stand up to Mussolini 
in Ethicpia. It died when it allowed 
dapan to murderously strike China. 

It died of spiritual malnutrition. It 
died of lack of faith and generosity and 
kindliness and compassion. 

And so the League has become a ghost, 
a pitiful and yet a glorious ghost. 

For while it died in dishonor, it had 
been born of the brightest vision of human 
tranquility and glory that mortal mind 
had ever dreamed. 

It had been one of the wonders — and 
glories—of the world. And its destruc- 
tion was a tragedy greater than the loss 
of the famous Hanging Gerdens or the fall 
of the Colossus of Rhodes.

Fine Welcome 


The Canadian trade mission to South 
a ieg did not go to investigate anything 
of this kind, but naturally they brought 
back opinions about it, and from Mr. Mac- 
Kinnon we get a report that sums up in 
this way: the British have been doing 
business in South America for years, sub- 
stantial Spanish-speeking British groups 
exist in most countries the MacKinnon 
mission visited, and the Canadians found 
official and business circles giving them 
an impressive and genuine welcome that 
demonstrated South America’s warm 1n- 
terest in Canada and desire to build up 
closer relations with us. 

“] think,” said Mr. MacKinnon, “the 
rank and file of the people of South 
America are overwhelmingly with the de- 
mocracies. We saw nothing of the other 
side. We heard about it but did not come 
into contact with it. There has been a de- 
finite change of feeling in South America 
in the last few months.” :

Text: Thy Word is a lamp unto my feet and a light 
unto my path.—Psalm 119:105, 


the people are interested and to which they are 
responding with a feeling cf patriotism, is the one 
‘ which the British and Foreign Bible Society is 
giving to the armed forces of the Crown, namely, a copy of 
the New Testament, convenient in size and in suitably 
bound colors, khaki for the soldiers, dark blue for the 
sailors and light blue for the airmen. The Bible Society has 
rendered guch a service in ali pasi wars oi ihe 19th and 
20th Centuries, In the war of 1914-18, between 11,000,000 and 
12,000,000 copies were distributed in 80 different languages 
among all telligerents in mobilization camps, on the 
European battlefields, in prison camps and in hospitals. 
The Bible Society at that time was a great “Brotherhood of 
Beneficence” to soldiers, sailors and airmen, as it continues 
to be in the days of this world's titanic struggle. 

The following testimony from Rev. Cul. W. Beattie, 
D.D., C.M.G., Assistant Director of Chaplain Services for 
Canadian Overseas Military Forces in the last war is of 
interest. 

“Few there are who have fully appreciated the mag- 
nitude of the work of the Bible Society in this war. It has 
been my rare pr.vilege to give away hundreds of copies of 
the New Testame its in France and it would do your hearts 
good to see the eagerness with which the books are 
accepted. Never have I had enough. When I offered New 
Testaments at the close of a service, all hands went up, 
waiting to receive a copy. The magnitude of the Society's 
work is big enough to attract the biggest men in the 
world.” 

When Generalissimo Marshal Foch learned’ that‘ the 
Bible Society was giving New Testamerits to all soldiery, 
le expressed to the Society his appreciation of that service 
and remarked:

In examining thousands of thin 
people under the fluoroscope, I find 
that frequently there is a marked 
prolapsus or sagging of the stom- 
ach and transverse colon with a re- 
sult that foods are delayed in 
emptying from the stomach and the 
food residue is slowed down in its 
passage through the colon. 

One of the most beneficial mea- 
sures which such patients may em- 
ploy is a special type of exercise 
designed to raise the abdominal org- 
ans and strengthen the abdominal 
muscles, 

It is also # good plan for them 
undergo an internal cleansing #0 
that assimilation and tissue building 
can be increased. In addition, the 
liver, gall-bladder and colon should 
be emptied of impurities to encour 
age better functioning. 

This cleansing effect is best ob- 
tained by the use of a fruit fast for 
a few days followed by a well-bal- 
anced diet which is especially rich 
in tissue-building mineral salts and 
the cell-building proteins. 

If enough vegetables are taken, 
the patient will secure a normal 
elimination in most instances which 
is 90 very important if gcod nealth 
is to be retained, While starches 
and such fats and olls as butter and 
olive oll or other salad oils are 
beneficial in right amounts, these 
should not be used in excess. 

It is especially important that the 
person who is underweight take re- 
gular exercise which will improve 
the appearance of the body simply 
because it brings a better rounded 
physical development, It is a good 
plan to spend part of the exercise 
period in walking and if one wane 
briskly and breathes deeply, this 
will be helpful in increasing the 
appetite for wholesome fouds, Fure 
thermore, exercise will have a bene- 
ficial effect in bringing metabol- 
iam closer to normal. 

The walking should be supple- 
mented with special exercises taken 
with the feet higher than the head 
which will encourage the abdomin- 
al organs to fall into thelr rightful 
posit.dns through the effect of gra- 
vity, at the same time that the 
muscles are made stronger, 

welore dinner in the evening it is 
advisable that a short rest be taken 
and if the patient has just complet- 
ed the exercises, the rest period 
should be preceded by a shower, 
Always rest after exercising for any 
length of time.

FIRST JOLT 


The three gentlersen seemed to |

the discussion raged back and forth | 
I could not be quite sure of their 
reasoning, there was so much cross- 
fire and “if you will allow me,” and 
“as I was saying,” and “please let 
me finish,” etc. 


One of the speakers said he was 
a@ bit imratient with Job, in fact 
quite irritated, and another one said 
he didn’t like Job at all, because he | 
was too resigned over his troubles 
He suffered all these calamities and 
didn't do anything about it. I pre- 
sume he thought Job should have 
been chasing the Sabeans «ho car- 
ried off his stock, or busy at putting 
up lightning rods on his barn which 
had been struck, or building a wind- 
proof house to take the place of the 
one which the cyclone had carried 
off, or at least studying the effect of 
cultivation on climate. 


No one seemed to think that there 
Was much value in his meditations. 
They were all for action. 

re were two bright intervals | 

«8 intellectual twitter, for two 
brief portions of the book were 
read, and hope began to revive in 
me that all might yet be well. I 
was waiting to hear one of them 
read that great passage which be- 
gins, “But where shall wisdom be 
found, and where is the place of 
understanding,” but the speakers 
had other plans. They proceeded to 
criticize the end of the story. None 
of them liked it The Lord blessed 
Job, you will remember, and his 
fields yielded good crops—his stock 
increased, his second family of chil- 
dren were numerous and beautiful, 
and all ends happily. But the gent- 
lemen are not pleased; that may 
have been al] right for Job, but it 
is too materialistic. And besides, 
it’s not art! 


NO COMFORT 

And pretty soon the 15 minutes 
had gone, and I had not heard one 
nourishing sentence, nor was there 
one shred of comfort to cheer the 
heart of anyone, so I went back to 
the dishes—somewhat let down and 
shaken up a bit. You know what 
you feel like when coming down- 
stairs, you think you have reached 
the floor and find you have one 
more step to go. I wondered what 
effect these strictures would have 
on people sorely beset with trials 
end still trying to believe in a God 
of love and providence, and I won- 
dered what is wrong with our men , 
of wisdom. Why are there so many 
“Baron Fig-Trees” in our intellectu- 
al peerage? Any one of the three) 
could have given an excellent ad- 
dress on the great drama of Job if 
they had felt that the occasion was 
important enough for preparation. 
The problem of why do the right- 
eous suffer is surely timely. It is 
not ancient history. Millions of 
people are struggling with it, at this 
moment. The Book of Job is a good 
subject. 

The more I think of it the more I 
regret this lost opportunity. How- 
ever, there was probably no great 
harm done. A radio dial is easily 
turned. 


INTELLECTUAL SABOTEURS 

We hear much these days of sa- 
botage and saboteurs, and we are 
quite, rightly warned against them, 
end it behooves us to be on our 
guard against intellectual saboteurs, 
for we are going to need all our 
faith and hope and courage in this 
time of the breaking of nations. 
Surely we have the right to expect 
something better from our intel- 
lectual leaders than a flippant and 
cynical attitude toward the charter 
of our liberties, which is our faith. 

Somerset Maugham is well-known 
as a writer of sophistication. He 
could hardly be classed as an up- 
lifter, but Mr. Maugham has seen

the war at close range and he knows 
what has happened to France, 80 
when he was asked by an inver- 
viewer since his arrival in America, 
“Have you any moral standards?” 
he answered in these words: 

“Just now I have—I believe France

ally given, but because the people 
France were morally confused. 
They had no moral standards. I 
hate to talk this way. I hate to 
preach, but I truly and honestly 
and warmly believe that we can de- 
feat Hitler only if we keep our 
standards very high and not be 
soft with ourselves.” 

The writers and other intellectual 
leaders of France must take their 
share of this responsibility for set- 


| ting the stage for a moral collapse. 


And we had better look to our own 


country and not allow this moral 
confusion to be spread among us, 
no matter how brilliantly it is’ ex- 


pressed. These are brittle days and 
cynicism is a subtle weapon. 


| GRAB AT MACABRE 


Hitler's hope of victory was based 


jon the belief that the democratic 


countries had become disillusioned 
and weak. He had been told by his 
agents that the young men in Bri- 
tain and elsewhere were so besotted 
with liquor, so concerned with self- 
indulgence, that to them, nothing 
was worth fighting for. Cefainly 
this impression was given in much 
of our modern fiction, where good- 
ness was interpreted as banality; 
parental control was something to 
laugh at, and “purity was obscuri- 
ty.” Beverly Nichols wrote a book 


called “News From England” just | 


before the war, in which the social 
conditions at the University of Ox- 
ford were se‘: forth in a dark and 
terrible light. I do not believe for 
one moment that these conditions 
were representative of the youth of 
Britsin. 
countries have held to the homely 
virtues. But writers, when they 
are not conscientious people, grab 
at the macabre, the morbid and ex- 
treme; it has a box-office value. 
Look at the lisis of best sellers, and 
there are always readers who wel- 


come the thought that the whole | 
fabric of society is rapidly decaying. | 


Virtue, decency, honesty and fi- 


delity are not nearly so spectacular | 


as the evil that men do. 


STREAM MUST BE CLEANSED 


But we must change all that. 
Dickens did his best to change it in 
his day. He never hung banners 
on his rogues, or made merry over 
the triumph of dishonor. The 
world is fallen on evil days, sure 
enough, and the siream of life must 
be cleansed at its source. In this a 


heavy responsibility lies on those} 


who speak and those who write. 
Literature is more than words—it 
is life itself. 


No one can look at Europe today 
without a feeling of deepest appre- 
hension. Brave people are still re- 
sisting the powers of evil, but there 
is always the danger that the day of 
deliverance may be too long delay- 
ew. Their churches are dark and 
silent — universities are closed, 
people are cold, hungry and sorrow- 
ful. They see wrong on the throne, 
right on the scaffold. They see the 
traitors in their own country grow- 
ing rich; the patriots bleeding and 
dead; and we wonder how lung the 
broken hearts can go on beating. 

We in Canada, with all our privi- 
leges and blessings, should be doing 
everything in our power to build 
up the walls of their faith and our 
own 

In a new poem, “The Charter of 
the Atlantic,” Frederick George 


| Scott, a Canadian poet, writes a 


message of hope and power—the 
sort of message which should be 
going out on the Canadian airways 
to the stricken countries.

Continued from Page Thirteen 
tministrators. Each municipality | 
maintains a separate office, together | 
with the necessary equipment to op. 
erate same.” The majority of the 
135 municipal districts administered | 
by councils, have six councillors. 

Statistics show that in 1940, the 
793 councillors, on account of 
meetings, mileage, supervision, et 
cetera, were paid a total of $135,- 
525. A break-down of this figure 
shows the foliowing payments: 
meetings and mileage, $61,268; 
supervision and mileage $64,240; 
other payments $10,014. 

The summary of the plan declares 
that “Generally speaking a great 
majority of councillors take little 
or no interest in any other division 
except their own and take little or 
no interest in any other matter than 
that of building or maintaining 
roads.” 


CLERICAL OUTLAY 

It is shown that although secret- 
ary-treasurers’ duties have greatly 
increased, there is a reported re- 
duction in average salary from 
about $1,600 in 1930 to $1,482 in 1940. 
In 1940 the total paid out on ac- 
count of secretarial services was 
$214,341. 

The summary states that many 
municipal districts reportedly 
own large tractors, graders and 
other machinery which they can- 
not operate economically, due to 
lack of resources, after the munic- 
ipality has taken care of the many 
demands for social services. 
“While this fact is generally ad- 
mitted, it did not prevent 40 mun- 
icipal districts from purchasing 
road machinery in 1939, amount- 
ing to $266,566 and 38 municipal 
districts in 1940 expending for 
the same purpose $186,711.” 

Claim is made that although 

some provincia] municipalities are 
functioning satisfactorily under the 
existing system, there are many 
disadvantages encountered. 

lt is claimed in the summary 
that “Experience shows that it is 
extremely difficult to secure a 
properly equalized valuation of the 
rural areas of the province under 
the present system.” Continuing, it 
states that “The enlarged unit is 
simply an enlarged municipal unit 
formed by the merging of two or 
more of the present municipal and 
improvement districts, Where pos- 
sible, districts will be merged in 
their entirety, though in some cases 
it may be necessary to divide a 
district.” The enlarged unit “will 
vary in size according to the nature 
of the country and its state of de- 
velopment.” 

TAXPAYER WILL BENEFIT 

Through this proposed plan, it is 
said the taxpayer will benefit 
through the merging of several 
smal] units, which will eliminate 
duplication of personal effort and 
expense, resulting in reduced ad- 
ministration costs. The consolida- 
tion of the rural government units 
would effect a broadening of the 
basis of taxation and equalize the 
tax burdens between various areas. 
Also, the cost of government would 
be distributed over wider areas and 
among more people. 

“Roads, instead of being located 
to serve some small area, wil) be 
located with the broader outlook 
to co-ordinating with adjoining 
areas and with the provincial 
scheme of highways,” states the 
summary. 

Continuing it is stated that “Al- 
though legislation made provision 
for municipalities to come to an 
understanding with each other, no 
advartage appears to have been 
taken of it, nor has there been any 
voluatary co-ordinating of any part 
of the work, with « view to reduc- 
ing the general overhead for any 
purpose as between any two or 
more municipal districts, There are 
practically no changes required in 
legislation as it is the intention to 
work under the present act and 
such changes as may be necessary, 
will be those required for the pur- 
pose of taking care of any diffi- 
culties that might arise during the 
transition period. 

ASSETS AND LIABILITIES 

“Possibly scme legislation may 
be required to dea] with the ques- 
tion of adjusting assets and jiabll- 
ities where the boundaries of any 
unit ere split, As it stands, legisle- 
tion will not be necessary where 
present units making up the en- 
larged units ere brought entirely 
within the bounds of such enlarged 
unit.
